the board by Supt. John Ellis, who noted that there has 
not been an operating tax levy increase in eight years, 
“during a period of time when_inflation has had a 
devastating impact on the school system.” 

“We have already slashed $5.8 million from the 1976 
budget,” Ellis said. “Further reductions would drop 
education to an unacceptable level.” 

The superintendent's recommendation of 6.2 mills pilus 
the 14.6 levy renewal falls within the range of 5 to 7 ad- 

' ditional mills recommended by the Citizens’ Feasibility 
Study Committee in January. 

The committee identified potential savings:of more 
than $28 million over the next four years, but found that 
even if every one of these cuts were implemented, there 
would still be a $25 million annual deficit by 1979. 

“We are not recommending the entire seven additional 
mills the committee said would be needed to continue 
operating at 1975 levels,” Ellis noted. “We believe we 
must try to operate the schools frugally and we must try 
to reduce the burden on the taxpayer. No one likes to 
pay taxes unless they can see a definite return on their 
hard-earned money. These levies will provide that kind 
of return, by helping Columbus high school graduates 
compete for jobs and job placement.” 

The 1977 school budget totals $128,831,421--6.4 per- 

»_ cent above the tax budget adopted by the Columbus 
board last year at this time. ~ 
y “Money isnot available to finance this budget,” Ellis 
/ said. “Local tax revenue is up, but not dramatically and 
State Foundation support may actually be lower than last 
year if the Governor's across-the-board cut is not 
restored.” 

Ellis spelled out what the 6.2 mill levy and the renewal 
levy will buy for Columbus students: Most important, he 
said, is simply keeping the system functioning at a level 
that will allow teachers to teach and children to learn, In 
addition, Ellis said the levy will: 

Continue emphasis:-on basic skills of reading, writing, 
arithmetic and special reading help for children who 
need it most. 

. Provide education for jobs or college by opening 
Career Centers, expanding vocational programs, main- 
taining secondary school accreditation so course credits 
will be accepted by colleges and meeting standards 
necessary for state charters for all schools. 

. Expand programs for handicapped children. 

. Continue growth of alternative school programs to 
meet demand, 

“This tax levy is not a levy for additional salaries for 
teachers,” Ellis stated. “The Board of Education has 
previously approved a three-year Master Agreement with 
the CEA, and the salary level in that agreement will be 
paid to whatever number of employees the school 
system has.” 

Success of the 6.2 mill levy and the 14.6 mill renewal 
will depend on the hard work of many people, he said. 
Several difficult questions must be answered during the 
campaign, Ellis told board members. They cover such 
areas as the desegregation court case, the cost of the in- 
creased tax for homeowners and what the levies will and 
will not do. ; : 

“We don't intend to ee eth we me t ar pet 
to sa .”

All per- 
sons attending the 
screening. who.show high 
intracular pressure will be 
referred to ophthalmolo- 
gists for complete eye exa- 
minations.

not be aware they have the 
disease.

The Bottom Line

Once upon a time-in that ever-growing Kingdom called 
{Prep Sports, an underrated and predominantly black 
| baseball team from East High school dared to claim the 
| state baseball crown as their own. The legendary event 

' occurred in- the year 1969 A.D. - a-memorable period 
} when the school’s baseball and basketball team inked 
} the record book by becoming the only Class AA school 
{ to cop two state titles in the course of a year. 
' Since then, the forecast of East's basketball team has 
{ been shrouded with highs and tow points, while “the 
* swat team” has slipped from vicious mediocrity to quiet 
. obscurity. In this case, issuing blame on poor instructors 
coaches, lack of adequate facilities or equipment and 
' poor student attitude would only scratch the problem's 
' ‘surface. 

As | see it, the underlying roots are what junior high 
* and elementary schools flow into East High and do these 
» schools have structured baseball programs? With that in 
» Mind, let's resurface an idea originally masterminded by 
, Raymond Hu , also a former East baseball player. 
' It's called the Jackie Robinson Memorial League, for- 
' med primarily for #&th, sixth and seventh graders during 
' the summer . The League is divided into two 
. divisions - the Mays, and Hank Aaron Divisions. 
} Schools would include Fair Ave., Douglas, Main St., Fair- 
© wood, Ohio Ave., Kent, Pilgrim, Beatty Park, Garfield, 
} Felton, Eastwood and Eastgate — all of which teed 
' students into East. 

} Each team would play a 16 game schedule on a pony 
+ league sized diamond, using regular high school rules. A 
} minimum of three: paid umpires would be used along 
* with'a designated number of persons to staff each team 
‘ in the various capacities coaches, scorekeeper, equip- 
ment manager, persons for transportation, etc. Which 
tebrings us to snag number one. After miraculously ob- 
taining enough players to fill a squad, the mystery looms 
“on not obtaining enough qualified persons to fill these 
jobs, only on fifiding persons who have the time to 
donate. : 

Persons with knowledge of the game will also be 
needed to. participate on the Protest Board and as 
League Commissioner. Coaches will also participate in 
various clinics to instruct youths in the basic fundamen- 
tals. 

Approximatély $500 is needed by each 20 man team to 
cover equipment, uniforms, and miscellaneous expen- 
ses. Snag number two — funding and sponsorship, which 
is just where the idea shattered like a broken lightbulb. 
Local merchants apparently are reluctant to back teams 
which feed into a high school with an unknown or 
respected baseball program. It is also reasoned that until 
the school's fogtball_and basketball programs begin or 
continue to peréfm on a better than .500 mark, students 
not participating im these-sports will turn_to_baseball_as 
an. athletic release. 

—As for the league, the problem line remains: lack of 
knowledgeable baseball personne! with time to volun- 
teer for an unquestionable good cause, and funding 
from individuals or business groups acting as sponsors. 
And that’s the bottom line.

It is oft times said that, in a given 


Situation: “it is hell if you do, and hell if. , - 
you don't.” 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezie, chief 


minister of the legislative council of 
more than four million Zulu people in 
South Africa, unfortunately finds 
himself in just such a position, 
--The-serious racial riots of Soweto, a 
Suburb of Johannesburg and, other 
nearby Black enclaves, brought 
criticism of Chief Buthlezie from both 
Sides. He was jeered by students as he 
went to the University of Zululand to 
receive an honorary degree. On the 
other side, he was criticized by the 
whites as an extremist.

Cleaver and The

anthers in Oakland. Cieaver fled the 
U.S. in 1968, living in Cuba, Algeria and 
France, He still has more than three 
years to serve on the assault conviction 
and, he also faces trial on a murder 
charge. 


We can understand that Israel, 
surrounded as it is by hostile Arab 
nations, -is. desirous of—getting 
supporters from anywhere. However, 
we think that in this case, Cleaver is 
more interested in his own freedom 
rather than in the survival of Israel. 


Cemetery Ripoff Expose 


In this day and time, it's not unusual 
to hear of an innocent housewife or an 
unsuspected poor family being taken to 
the proverbial cleaners. by. some shoddy 
merchant, fly-by-night salesman, or 
even a team of fast-talking con artists. 
Reports of such repugnant dealings 
have become so common that they 
have almost reached the point of being 
expected. 

A couple of weeks ago in Columbus, 
however, a case surfaced that added a 
new dimension to schemes of bilking 

» innocent people, We say bilking, for the 
cemetery manager accused of “ripping 
off” a black man returned most-of the 
man’s money to him after his action 
was exposed by The CALL & POST. 

James Triplett, manager of Evergreen 
Cemetery which caters primarily to 
blacks, charged Shelton Barksdale $419 
to settle a $40 burial lot bill established 
by Barksdale’s father in 1928. After 
reporting the incident to The CALL & 
POST and subsequently filing a 
complaint with the Consumers Affairs 
Office, Triplett kicked back $370 of the 
money thauqh he maintained that 


interest on the $40 should have 
amounted to over $700. 

That was just ohe of the cemetery's 
ripoff operations. Further investigation 
discovered that Triplett charges more 
for a grave than either of the 13 other 
cemeteries in the Columbus area. 

In addition, he charges $206 for a 
four foot 2 one foot headstone 
foundation. For this sarhe foundation 
measurement, charges of the other 
cemeteries range from $126.72 at 
Sunset to $46 at Obetz.  . 


While the Consumers Affairs office 
has not completed its investigation of 
the “ripoff” complaint, it is all too 
obvious that Triplett and Evergreen 
Cemetery have been taking advantage 
of black people in their hour of 
bereavement and sorrow. 


Consumers Affairs is to be 
commended for ihe service it has 
rendered thus far. The best solution to 
this sordid, deplorable situation, is for 
black families to bury their dead in one 
of the other 13 graveyards available to - 
them. ‘

Leaving New York, we flew (TWA) non- 
stop to Rome. There we changed to an 
Egyptian Airline. With a brief stop in 
Athens, we then flew to Cairo. 

This Egyptian city I've long wanted to 
visit. We stayed at the Shephard Hotel, 
scrone the street from that ancient river 

Wow! The traffic in this town was 
something else. The horns on the cars 
seem more necessary to driving than 
gasoline. When they toot, they don't 
mean maybe. 

They say there are over seven million 
people -in’-Cairo. They could set’ any 
figure they want to because | don't see 
how sthey could ever count all these 
people, especially those who live in that. 
section back of the old acqueduct and 
those who sleep anywhere they can find 
a convenient doorstoop. 

It is evident that while Cairo has 
grown, the automobile and electricity 
have brought much of it into the 20th 
Century, however, most of its people 
have changed their mores very little 
since Jesus’ family fled into Egypt for 
sanctuary. 

The donkeys pulling carts piled high 
with all kinds of merchandise, challenge 
the automobile for a place in the 
crowded, narrow streets, that seem to be 
always jammed with traffic, Why the daily 
traffic fatalities aren't high, | don't know, 
Maybe it’s the magic of that auto horn, or 
the obscenities that flow from driver to 
driver to pedestrians. 

Three things were high on my list to 
see. The Pyramids of Giza, the intriguing 
Sphinx and the relics from the tomb of 
King Tut-Ankh-Amun. 

The treasures of King Tut are in the 
Egyptian Museum. You could spend days 
in this museum looking at unbelievable 
artifacts thousands of years old with 
workmanship that cannot be matched by 
today’s. craftsmen... Jewels, chariots, - 
scrolls and hundreds: of other items, 
make you dizzy trying to decide which is 
the more fascinating. ‘ : 

Arriving at the base of the Pyramids 
of Giza, rising majestically out of that 
barren desert, it is awe inspiring. This 
huge pile of stone blocks, engineeringly 
stacked into structures that have 
withstood the ravages of time and the 
ofsiaughts of man, challenges your 
logistic imagination. 

A ride.on a desert camel from the 
Pyramids to that silent but sand corroded 
Sphinx, is thrilling, Here excavations are 
still going_on_for_nobody-.knows-what 
treasures of the past these desert sands 
still hide. 

An all-day ride through the barren 
waste of the Sahara, took us to Suez, the 
southern terminal of the Suez canal. On 
the way we saw numerous military posts 
and war preparations. At Suez, we saw _ 


“the remains of the destruction of the 


wars with Israel; wrecked boats, tanks 


and buildings. 
Our journey took us northward 
following the Suez canal through Ismailia 


to. Port Said, the northern-terminal.Here 
we had a delightful meal amid the first 
real vegetation we've seen all day. Fruits, 


Y, f 
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Icabod Flewellen came to Cleveland in 
November of 1945 nourishing a dream 
of establishing the nation's first 
International Afro-American Historical 
Museum and Research Center, devoted 
to the’ purpose of giving dignity and 
self-esteem to Negro youth. and to 
provide scholars, teachers.and students 
with historical documents and. artifacts 
tracing outstanding contributions made 
by members of his race. 

From that time, to date, most.. of 
Flewellen’s spare time and money has 
been poured into the project, collecting 
rare. documents and papers, art’ -and 
artifacts, and in’ recruiting Clevelanders 
to help in the development of the 
museum, through membership in the 
Afro-American Cultural and Historical 
Society. 

Flewellen has been quite controversial, 
largely because he wanted to restrict the 
society’s activities along strictly non- 
profit lines, and openly admitted that he 
was seeking cooperation only from the 
dedicated 10th of his fellow Afro- 
Americans a& members of his Board of 
Trustees, regardless of race, creed, color 
or sex. 

He soon found that the community's’ 
talented tenth' were too filled with their 
own prestige and importance, to do the 
necessary missionary work needed to 
develop the museum into a meaningful 
research center. 

1946 found Flewellen going from door 
to door appealing to all who would listen. 
In 1947 he started a “pester campaign 
to get Black Studies introduced in to the 
curriculum of all Ohio colleges. As a 


College freshman, he had desired to 


major in Black theology, but no school in 
the country offered such a course. In 
1953 he had a series of meetings with the 
Cleveland Board of Education on: the 
subject ‘Integrating Cleveland's 
textbooks,” followed by other meetings 
with the Cleveland integrated Textbook 
Committ 


ee. 

Meanwhile. his time and money was 
steadily being spent in support of Civil 
Rights Causes, and in collecting black 
ens Siereae ‘ean three years 
ago le was the property 
‘at 1839 East 81st Street formerly owned 
by the defunct euraogs Telephone 
Company, to be u as a museum. But 
extensive repairs and remodeling will be 
necessary before the building can 
eeery pte the rich and varied 
collection o inting, photographs and- 
documents Gathered by Flewellen and 
his associates over the past two decades,

melons, vegetables and everything. The 
mayor greeted and addressed us. We 
saw ships passing through the canal now 
operational, but whose continued 
operation depends on peace with Israel 
whose guns are constantly trained on its 
installations. Peace, the mayor says, is 
what the Egyptians want. 

In traveling, you must not gouge 
yourself with too much on your first stop 
because there is more to come. We 
pushed and shoved with scores of 
travelers for seats on the gy plane 
for the trip to our second Arab country, 
Ammand, Jordan. The Arab passengers 
seemed to carry more bags with them to 
their seats than they checked. Since 
Arab country planes cannot fly over 
Israel territory and vice versa, we had to 
take the long way around for safety. 

Jordan claims to be the most 
progressive of the Arab nations. Its 
capital, Ammand, is some evidence of 
this. Our hotel and service was much 
better than that in Cairo. 

Our guide, like the one in Cairo, was 
well trained in the malarkey of jocal pride 
and history. This they give to you in large 
doses. 

For a change, we visited a Beduoin 
camp. .These are-- nomads, who for 
centuries, have existed by roving over 
the inhospitable desert with their families 
and goats and sheep. 

They permitted us to inspect their tent 
abode and meet the residents. A drink is 
brewed over a fire of dried sheep pellets. 
The taste was pungent to say the least. 


We were also given some bread they 


made. It was flat, pancake style and 
tasteless, 

Our trip to Mt. Nebo with all of its 
biblical connotations, was interesting. 
However, the trip to Petra was visible 
evidence of people’s existence here 
thousands of s-ago.

We 
arrived at the Allenby bridge with military 
installations on both sides, and crossed 
the river Jordan. 


The reason we visited the Arab 
countries first, is. that you can't enter 
them if you go to Israel first. This-is—a 
good indication of just how far apart 
these countries are. 

In leaving these two Arab countries, 
we heard them say that they want peace. 
Yet their enmity towards each other is 
quite visible. Needless to say, when we 
crossed the River Jordan into Israel, we 
felt a great relief.

Black GOP Women Reign 


When the gavel fails signifying the opening of the 
Republican National Convention in Kansas City in 
mid-August, Ohio's black delegation will be, for the 
first time, dominated by women, Seven of the 10 
delegates and alternates elected on the slate of 
President Gerald Ford are members of the fair sex. 

Heading the female brigade is Helen W: Evans, 
director of the State Dept. of Industrial Relations and 
a member of Gov. Rhodes cabinet, She was elected 
as a delegate-at-large. The Marysville resident is the 
executive secretary of the Ohio Republican Council. 

The female nae alternate delegate is Wilma 
Lipkins of Canton. She is a member of -the Canton 
ORC and is active in the State ORC. The five other 
women are all district representatives. 

They are: Olympia A. Hall, 21st district delegate; 
Margaret J. Black and Minnie S, Oddo, both 
alternates from Cong. Louise Stokes’ 21st district. 
Loretta Clark and Helen Steele are alternates from the 
12th and 19th districts, respectively. 

Their male compatriots are: Atty. Ronald C. 
Morgan, Cincinnati, at-large delegate: Virgil Brown 
and William Harry Alexander, both of Cleveland's 21st 
district. Morgan is immediate past presidént of ORC, 
while all the others are active members of the ORC. 
Ms. Clark is ORC’s secretary. Incidentally, CALL & 
POST Publisher William O. Walker is coordinator of 
the ORC, an active satellite of the State Republican 
organization... . 

While Ms. Clark was elected on President Ford's 
slate, it appeared for a while that she would be forced 
to sit among delegates precged to Ford's nomination 
opponent, Ronald Reagan. The unofficial count gave 
ee gar the 12th district by a 19 vote majority over 
Ford. She was apparently saved from what would 
certainly have been a most uncomfortable experience 
when the official results propelled Ford ahead of 
Reagan by 20 ballots. 

\f.a.recount, which Reagan's. backers.aré expected 

to ask for and receive, doesn't overturn the official 
finding, she ‘is home free. But until then, she will 
remain on uneasy street. 
Ms. Clark, in addition to winning the alternate slot, 
was also reelected as Fifth Ward chairman at the 
June’8 primary. This gave her the distinction of being 
one. of the very few female ward leaders in the 
Republican camp.

Black Voter's Potential 


On Friday, May 28, 1976, the Bureau Of Census re- 
leased some startling information, It solemnly de- 
clared that “about 15 million black Americans will be 
of voting age during the 1976 Presidential elections, a 
10 percent increase since 1972"! 

That. my friends, is truly a lot of potential Black 
Power! | say. “potential” because there is no 
assurance that ‘blacks will exercise this kind of 
muscle to its absolute maximum at the polls this fall 
or any other time. Nobody in this country = no race, 
no ethnic group, no voting block of special interests 
or concerns exercises its franchise 100 percent. 

Indeed, in the past elections, knowledgeable ob- 
servers have become alarmed at the monumental in- 
difference voters have shown in casting their votes. 
especially in off-Presidential election years. 

It is as if the voters through sheer boredom or in- 
difference are casting a gigantic""no vote to all 
politicians and issues, Of course, we know this is not 
true, but appearances can be damaging. Like Lott's 
wife,-we-should-be above suspicion. 

Now it doesnt take an egghead to know that 
representative government cannot continue if the 
electorate in sufficient numbers do not lend its 


_Support, We surely invite tyranny or something worse 


_ Certainly blacks cannot afford to be indifferent to 
issues and politicians who bring, or ought to be ~ 
raising. those issues..Nor does their voting record of 
the past indicate this will happen. 

In 1972, for example, blacks of voting ‘age 
numbered 13,493,000, Of this total, however, only 
8,837,000 were registered to vote, a percentage of 65. 
Of the total registeréd 7,032,000 actually went to the 
polls in that Presidential election. That is a whopping 
80.percent- of-all- those black registered to vote. 

This figure startled a lot of people when it was 
released that year. However, authorities-tell us that it 
is not unusual for registered voters to turn out 70-80 
percent in Presidential election years, 

The in-between years, the off-Presidential year 
elections, is when voter interest woefully lags. In the 
1974 congressional races for example, blacks eligible 
to vote numbered 14,174,000. 

But only 4,786,000 of the registered 7,778,000 
actually turned: out to vote. This was a miserable 34 
percent of the total black eligible vote. | am indebted 
to. John. Britton of the--Joint~ Center for Political 
Studies for some of those figures. Some of them were 
issued by the BLS, which’ the JCPS.also uses. 

Using the BLS eligible black voter-projection, what 
can we expect thé voter turnout to be this year? BLS 
is forecasting a low 55 percent black voter re- 
gistration this year. d 

That means only 8.25 million blacks will register to 
vote - But if BLS Presidential election figures are 
correct, 80 percent of this voter. complement. or 6.6 
million blacks will cast their ballots for President. 

History'has shown that blacks, as other races and 
ethnic groups will vote for those politicians we be- 


‘ lieve will-do the most for ug -- or those, at any rate. 


who. promise or in some way signal they wilt do the 
most for us. 

This is acting in what one perceives to be self in- 
terest. And no one should fault that. For it will not be 
a vote eqaings white folks, of any other folks, but a 
vote for blacks and. our urgent needs. 

We Can take these election registration fiqures and 
make any number of permutations. But one thing we 
know for certain, That in close elections black folks 
do have an enormous impact on the outcome. This 
year the election vote promises to be close. 

Rev. Jesse Jackson figured that Kennedy in 1960 
won the election by 116,000; and in 1968, Nixon won 
by "550,000 votes, “Therefore.” he says. “in two 
Presidential elections, victories were won by a com.

parkways being cared for 
by white youth, The 
Strange thing is, no black 
youth seem to be among 
the caretakers and yet, in 
other years, black youth 
were so prevalent. With so 
many white youngsters out 


there mowing and 
trimming, there must .be 
many black children 


with nothing to do -- no 
jobs. 

The jobs do not belong 
to the black people ai- 
though they were set aside 
as menial workers by labor 
unions in other years, But 
@n important point is that 
SO many. black youth must 
be .without work because 
the whites have taken over. 

The white youth are 

doing a bang-up job if one 
merely watches them work. 
They do not cut a grass 
blade and’promise the next 
one its chance later — they 
get the whole lawn. They 
are good workers. 
_ Numerous white workers 
in virtual caretaker jobs 
makes one wonder about 
jobless black youth. There 
are many who walk the 
Streets wanting work, but 
none is available. 

The government absorbs 
some jobless blacks at 
installations here and 
there, but-it-is-only here 
and there. It wittbe—re- 
membered that when 
government jobs opened 
to black youths a yéar ago, 
it was publicized ‘that the 
famous Watts district of 
Los Angeles was by- 
passed -- government just 
didn't remember that the 
youth were out there. 

Young black youth, 
seekin employment, 
means t there are many 
very honest biack youth 
wanting—to—go—straight 
rather than turning to 
crime for income. But 
where do they get to work? 

Merchants hire black 
clerks. It was a fine sight 
to walk into. the -newly 
opened—Ohio—National 
onal lobby at deme and 

ro. d see a black 
fhe Sa Re ea eee 
a black girl in a similar 
spot, and a black 
information desk clerk. 
There are bidck tellers. 
This means that blacks are 
still included in the total 
picture. Other banks, 
likewise, have black staff 
members. 

The night cleaning crew 
still shows a bevy of black 
faces pushing mops and 
trucking from one place 
to another, Lazarus keeps 
its staff cosmopolitan to 
the extent that one sees 
the Oriental complexions 
among the tan and white. 

The store did away with 
the night cleaning staff 
and started bringing in a 
cleaning staff at 6 am. 
Most of the workers are 
college whites working 
their way through school, 
or graduates: who could 
not find a spot to exercise 
their ‘special learning.- 

The new white members 
do a good job, according 
to one. black. clerk's 
testimony, but each seems 
to. be-biding time untit he 
can discover employment 
that.can use his mental 
skills. But in the meantime, 
there was a day when the 
same jobs were exclusively 
for blacks and the only 
whites around were guards 
or overseers. 

With all races settling 
like cement particles into 
the lower beds of 
employment, one wonders 
what will become of the 
tan fellows who could 
always depend on a janitor 
job. No doubt employers 
will seek the most efficient 
workers -— this could leave

Large numbers of blacks 
are of the Atlanta, Georgia, 
Persuasion, in thé sense 
that-—like_the citizens of 
this progressive Southern 
city - they are infinitely 
more open to- ‘practical 
solutions’’ to racial 
problems than they are to 
following a hard-nosed or 
doctrinnairely liberal line 
on “what is best for black 
Americans”. 

itis with this in mind that 
we may understand why a 
pragmatic —Jdimmy—Carter 
has had greater appeal to 
blacks thus far than the 
aggressively _ probusing 
presidential aspirant, 
Morris Udall. 

tt has been well also that 
the veteran liberal Hubert 
Humphrey has withheld 
himself from the race thus 
far.
